be experimentally shown that *uch f 
process is both practical and ccouomic 
under conditions prevailing ia Canada. 

To awaken confidence in capitalist* and 
enable a new industry to be established 
by the adoption of the eicctric process of 
smelting, it is therefore necessary to 
demonstrate that the process is applic¬ 
able t<> the various grades of Canadian 
ores, and also whether iron ore* contain¬ 
ing considerable percentages of sulphnr 
and phosphorus, which up to now have 
been considered valuless. esnnot be suc¬ 
cessfully treated by the higher tempera¬ 
ture available in an electric furnace. It 
is this problem that the government is 
now undertaking to solve for the benefit 
of the iron mining and smelting indua- 
try of Canada. Its snreessful solution 
will mean the addition of million— yes of 
hundreds of millions—to the industrial 
wealth of the country, and will add 
enormously to the population and to the 
importance of Canada ns a manufactur¬ 
ing country, for the cheap production of 
iron and steel is the basis of the manu¬ 
facturing pre-eminence of Britain, and 
undoubtedly one of the direct causes of 
the stupendous growth- of manufacturing 
in the I’nitwl States. 

British Columbia is, In her natural 
wealth, the moat highly favored province 
in the Dominion. ft possesses an 
abundance of coal, without which np to 


hundreds of millions annuiiliy. 

As an initial step towards the accom¬ 
plishment of these result*, action Is now 
being taken. There is no doubt in Dr. 
Uaanel's mind that magnetite iron ores 
can lie smelted by the electric process, 
althongh It has yet to be demonstrated 
in sneh a practical way that capital will 
be enlisted in the enterprise. There Is 
still some experimentation to be carried 
on. and the government is going to un¬ 
dertake that most important educational 
work. 

An experimental plant will be erected 
in Ottawa, and will be conducted under 
the personal supervision of the superin¬ 
tendent of mines. It i* proposal to build 
a two-story furnace, using 300 electric 
horse-power, of the description success¬ 
fully used in La Pras. France. Dr. 
Iferonlt, one of the original investigator* 
ip this branch of metailnrgy, who is now 
in this country, will superintend tho in¬ 
stallation ’ of the plant, and make tho 
necessary experiments. The information 
thus obtained will he given to the public 
in dne time, and in thfs way .private in¬ 
vestigators will he saved heavy expendi¬ 
tures in attempting to solve the great 
problem of the economical smelting of 
iron ores Without the use of coal. In 
British Columbia, where there are vast 
deposite of magnetite and water powers 
running to waste, the experimental work, 
will ba watched with interest, ns indeed 
It will he all over Canada.

This was not a 
violation of neutrality. France could uot 
prevent the Russians from taking their 
own coal on their own land. If ths na¬ 
tive* were at fault in selling the Idnd (0 
the Russians, the Japanese would not 
have waited fifteen mouths before pro- 
testing.”
